ANOTRER SGANDAL. 

The session -which has just closed at 
Ottawa has been tho session cf scandals, 
aad.'wUl doubtless rank assnoh in our par- 
liamentary history. After the obargo 
brought against Hon. David Mills, ox-rain- 
ister of the interior, of remitting $1800, duo 
by H. H. Cook, BI. P., to the government 
on timber limits, and \Yhich, to say tho 
least, placed Mr. Mills iu a very awkward 
position, it became inoumljonton the oppo- 
sition to retaliate, and this they have dona 
by charging Hector Cameron of North Vic- 
toria, a leading Toronto lawyer, with having 
UBed'hiBinflueiiee two years ago toproonro 
from the government flad parliament a sub- 
sidy for the Erie k Huron railway, amount- 
° ing to $96,000 on oondition' that he receive 
a oommission or bonus of ten per cent, on 
this subsidy. Camerou denies tho charge 
in the lu.ibt dpecitio terms, staling that ho 
was asked to employ other perauna to aa- 
■iat in getting the subsidy and it was to 
lecompense them; -not himself, that the 
ten per cent, bonus was paid. A kind of 
a wet blanket was thrown over the house 
when Soraerville, of Brant, preferred the 
charge, aa members on both aides ate get- 
ting tired of theau recriminationa, but aa 
the honor of a member of parliamant was 
impagnod in this case there was no alter- 
native but to investigate the matter, and 
this the committee on privileges and 
elections will do next week. DoubtlesB 
the opposition will make a considerable 
handle of tho difl'erent charges they have 
made this acasion, and probably thoy are 
entitled to all the credit they can get. 
The only way for a country to avoid these 
recurring scandals ia by sending men to 
parliament who are sam ptur el sans rc- 
2>roche, men above suspicion, without axes 
to grind, and who will do their duty as 
representatives of the people fearlessly 
and honestly^

Ail .evening contemporary finds fault with 
the government for establiBhing the nomi- 
'natioii place for Oasaiar at Metlakahtla. 

The selection was made because Metlakaht- 
la is more central tlian Dease creek, and 
eonscqnontly more readily accoasiblo to tho 
coast voters, who were ignored at the last 
general olootiou by the former government. 
Cassiar is no longtr a pockol borough. A 
majority cannot now be coerced into voting 
for this man or the other under pain of a 
visit from tho shorifif. "Vote for me or pay 
np!" has no longer terrors for voters who 
propose to change their representative at 
the approaching election by substituting 
a man who has the courage of hia convic- 
tions and ia not afraid to vote as he thinka. 
No ahirkor need apply at Cassiar for elec- 
tion. Tho same contemporary says that 
the government have disregarded resolu- 
tions of the assembly asking that Fort 
•Simpson, Port EsHington and Lome creek 
be made polling places. If the writer will 
turn to the proclamation he will find that 
Fort Simpson and Lorne Creek have beau 
made polling places, and that Aberdeen 
haa been aeleoted instead of PortEasing-- 
ton, as J?eing the most convenient to the 
largest' number of voters, whilis Naas 
river is made a polling place out of defer- 
ence to the wiahes of the inhabitants.

The introduction of a bill to amend the 
franchise act nf last eeasion was a danger- 
ous step to take, inaamuoh' aa - it opetied 
the door again for a general discussion' of 
the whole qnoation; but such a step waa 
neoeasary. During the interval which 
has elapsed since last session certain de- 
fects in the working of the act havo 
been discovered, and which it waa abso- 
lutely ncoesaary to repair before final re- 
vision of Hats thia year. The amend- 
inents were not of any public interest, as 
they chiefly refer to matters of detail; 
but some important amendmonis were 
proposed by Mr. McCarthy. Hia propo- 
sition was, that income voters may be 
1^5, ered without twelve months' resi- 
dence in the conatituency in which they 
roaido, and refers more particularly to 
the cases cf Methodiat ministers and 
school teachers. Both sides of the houae 
approved of tho principle involved in tho 
amendment as a good one, the only ob- 
jection to it being that it could not well 
bo brought into operation this year, Mr. 
IMcCarthy accordingly consented to allow 
it to take effect noxi year, and on this 
understanding the amendment was incor- 
porated. • • '

Lo^:!)0^r, Juno 7. — A special bulletin" 
is3Uod at 8 p.m. saya: Tho {»ovornment 
was defeated by a majority of thirty on 
the second reading of the homo rule bill. 
Tho vote was '311 for tho rnoaauro, and 
'Ml against it. Mr. Gladstone moved an 
adjournment till Thursday, and the mo- 
tion was adopted. 

Tho political excitement throughout 
England, and particularly in London, is 
very great. The politicians of all parties 
are preparing for a general election with 
great vigor. A large number of aspirants 
for seata in the commons are reliriiiiJi in 
favor of liberal uiiioniata. 'i'he consorva- 
Mve vote, with that of the nnti-Gladatonc 
wliigs, will probably secure the election. 

Oladatuno oiiterod tho commons this 
afternoon and proceeded .straight to hia 
■Seat, When hia presonco waj noted, ho 
was greeted with trernundoua cheers. The 
premier wore a white rose in Iiia lappel. 
The commons was crowded to its utmost 
capacity at the hour of opening of tho 
session. 

Chamborlain'a loply to Labouchoro's j 
appeal to him to abstain from voting to- I 
nifjht in order to oiivo tho principle of 1 
Gladstone's bill has favorably uH'octed j 
dissidents who now ulaini that thoy ex- 
pect a majority of twelve against the bill. 
If the guvornment , are defeated on the 
homo rule bill to-night it is nndcraiood 
that the ooininona will bo adjnuniud until 
Thursday next, and that the cabiueL will 
be suramored to meet at noon to-morrow 
to decide tho advisability of counselling 
the. Queen to disBolve parliament. 

TiiB Bt. Hon. Oeo.'J, Goachen, liberal, 
resumed the debate and said that if the 
bill was to bo a message of peace to Ire- 
land, which tho pcomier had said it would 
bo, it should be torn into fragmcntj after 
ita Eecond reading. Tho sovereignty of 
the imperial govotnnient depended 011 a 
olause which it wa« highly probable 
that the majority of the house would 
never content to. If the bill pasaed, a 
tremendoua struggle would be inaugurat- 
ed by the Catholic clergy of Ireland for 
the control of education in that country. 
Regarding the quuation as to whothor tho 
bill would provo a final settlement oi tho 
Irish ditliculty, or lead to an eventual 
separation, Goschen said he did not think 
it would prove a finality. That would de- 
pend on Ireliiiid. On aa^iurancoJ «ivoii 
by Iriali inuiiibura tlio premier at one 
time was supposed to have given a pledi^o 
to reconstruct the bill, but he had sub- 
sequently indighailtly repudiated thataf- 
sertion.

The noble lord's arithmetic 
ia still more defective, for a party of 835 
ia, 1 apprehend, by 85 votes larger than 
a party of 2l)0 votes. Then, right here, 
tho gontleiiiaii suya that excepting one 
point — customs and excise duties — no 
change waa made in the bill.after it wa*i 
first submitted. That happens to be en- 
tirely untrue. This is a matter of great 
importance, though it is one that has 
been oversueii V)y Mr. Chamberlain. Mr, 
Ohamborlaiii also look exception to cer- 
tain provisions of the bill without being 
acquainted with tho whole case. That is 
a fact. Sir Michael Hioks-Beaoh is en- 
tirely wrong in this, one of his simple 
facta. Then ho says that I announced to 
tho hou.ae that tho bill wa* not to bo ro- 
conatructod. I said nothing of tho kind. 
[Cries of "Oh. oh I " and choors.] I an- 
nounoed that I had not proiniaed thit it 
should be reconstructed; and there are 
gentlemen oppoaito who think it a mattar 
of laughter, [Cries of "Oh, oh !'] who 
see no distinction in proinisinnr that the 
bill shall be reconstructed and in not hav- 
ing promiaod that it will bo rucon- 
structed.

Tho 
goverumont have taken certain eugngo- 
ments; thoy have takon an . engagement as 
to taxation for intervention of Irish mem- 
bers,' to the turniB of which Ineed not refer, 
Thoy have also broken au engagement ou 
the claim of Ireland tu contiiine ber mem- 
bers in treatment as Imperial subjects, and 
that they are entitled to « positive pledge to 
roconBtruot, if we do not entirely romore 
such clause and adopt other consequential 
amendments connected with it. Ouo more 
question has boou raised with respect to 
the other amondments of the bill. Of 
course as tc the freedom of members to Bug- 
geal ameuihueulH X say nothing; but in 
reference to oar duly there oon be no ques- 
tion at all thau it au entire sale is granted 
us, if the cironmatanoes of the present bcs- 
nion require V.' withdrawal in consoquouco 
of its reiutrodttitibn in' the autumu, it ia 
our duty to amend oorbiU with every roal 
amendment, every real improvement, with 
whatovor is calculated to make it more 
cB'cctive and acceptable (cheorB) for tho 
attftiumeutof its ead. It would bo tho basest 
action on tho part of the government to 
protend that they have a plan of reoon- 
str)iotlon ready, beforehand, c and dried 
in theiir in'inda at a'time when, from the 
very nature of the cause, it must be ob- 
vious that there can bo no such thing. 
(Chnera.) So much then for the system, 
and for tho freedom of merabera opposail 
to the bill.

than they aro. When I hear a speech 
from Mr. J.ohnaon and some nthera 
it always appears to tne that lie is under 
a pious conviction that loyalty ia innate 
in Irish Protestants and disloyalty innate 
in some other persons. [Laughter ] I 
do believe that Mr. Juhnstcn, is under 
the impression that in all times in long 
generations of Irish history there haa 
been this ilifl'eronco botweon p-rsous who 
are Protodtanta and iImhc .vhn are not 
Protestaiita. [Cheers ] No Wiill, it 
is a charge that has been in ide nnd jii^ht 
to be met. Has Mr. Johiialnn inii,uired 
what was the state of tuyalty in Ireland 
at the close of tho eighteenth centtiry as 
regards Roman Oatliulica, whu thou had 
hardly been born into politio.il life I In 
his time. Dean Swift spuku of their iu- 
oapaoity for politics, and it would be ab- 
surd tu speak of tnem then aa being 
either loyal or disloyal; but aa to iioiiati- 
tution of the Oatholioa at the close of last 
century, I will read what Burke has said on 
tho subject, tho date is ITOii. It t i taken 
from a letter to Wyndhaui- Ho siiouks 
on the subject of disiitl'octioti, and 
writes: "DiauB'nctioii has cast deep roots 
in the principles and I -.bits of the ma- 
jority of the lower and middle clasaea of 
the Protestant part of Ireland. [Par- 
nellite laughter.] The Catholics, who aiti 
intermingled with them are inuro or ii-so 
tainted with what has happenod sinuo 
Protestants not having a grievauoa to 
complain of became loyal.

Tho balance of author- 
ity seoms to have established clearly tlie 
olemoutary proposition that whether this 
p.irliameut be au imperial parliamont or uoi 
it is possessed now as before tho tiniou,nnd 
boforo the time of Grattiiu's parliament, of 
tho supremacy which is absolute and in 
nature. Inferior as I am at many points, 
I ho))e I shall not be so far behind us 
usual. (Hear, hear.) 'NVithpnt Intending to 
ofl'er any disrespect, I conld not Iwolp 
thinking, while listening to his af occh,of 
all tho lost causes wherowiih I have seen 
him connected. During many years past 
he never has been solittlo etlectivo aa when 
contending aiiainst this bill which wo hope 
will be read a socond time to-night. 
Goschen sought, I think, very unfairly, to 
oast a lurid light on the situation by his 
allusion to those unhappy outrages in Ker- 
ry. I join in the oxpreasioi' 'A ■jontoinpt 
for those cowardly, disgraceful practices. 
I join him to tho fullest extent-(hear,hoar) 
but neitbur do I say thai because evictions 
havo been made more numerous in Kerry 
than in all tha rest of Monster put to- 
gether during months past, that they con- 
stitute an excuaefor those outrages, though 
they may supply ua with a causa of thoin. 
But when I denounce outrages I denounce 
them in every particular, and whether 
intllster or Korry [hear, hoar], Gosohon

We suy 
and admit that these occurrences aro to bo 
conJomued and should bn stopped, but 
while Lord llandolph Churchill and Gos- 
chen say they must be put to nu end by 
resorting to coercion, which lie and his 
friends have been using lor the last eighty- 
six years, we . would say,, try the eliect of 
Sblf goverrimeht. ( Cheera.)
